Several 
motor ploughs have been sold at Baku for use in Trans-Caspia, 
and will doubtless become more popular after they have been seen 
at work. ‘There is always a demand for oil motors for driving 
machinery of all kinds in the outlying districts, and flour mill 
plants should find a ready sale. The demand during 1907 for all 
classes of machinery was fairly brisk at the oilfields, and imports 
of British material in that year compare favourably with those 
of the last few years. Until lately, nearly all electrical appliances 
were supplied by Germany, but in 1907 several British firms 
entered the market with fair success. Electrical power has been 
considerably used on the oilfields, its great advantage being 
economy of space. Lately, however, a rival to electrical motors 
has appeared in the form of natural-gas motors. By means of a 
conduit pipe the gas issuing from the well is collected and used 
as fuel for the motor. These motors should be interchangeable 
with benzine in the event of the gas supply running short, as 
often happens in wells that are being drilled through formations 
which give off Jittle or no gas. 

In view of the great depths to which wells at Baku have at 
present to be carried, and the trouble consequently experienced 
in shutting out the waters met with in the upper strata, steel 
casing for lining wells is in considerable demand. ‘The usual form 
of casing employed is iron rivetted casing, backed with cement to 
prevent water from getting through and flooding the well. In 
steel casing, however, the lengths screw into one another, and the 
process of shutting out water is thereby greatly facilitated.

It may be 
well, however, to observe that the north of France is very 
rich agriculturally, and that there appears to be an increasing 
tendency on the part of farmers to employ the most up-to-date 
mechanical appliances appropriate to their different needs. 
Ploughs, sowing machines, chaff cutters, pulping machines, 
separators, churns, &c., are to be found for sale in most of the 
market towns in that region, and British marks seem to be well in 
favour. rom personal observation and enquiry H.M. Consul is of 
opinion that dealers in these wares throughout the country districts 
prefer dealing directly rather than through travelling agents, as 
they have the feeling, which may be quite erroneous, that either 
directly or indirectly they themselves have to pay these agents, 
thus adding to the cost of the article. British sellers should, there- 
fore, obtain satisfactory results from the generous circulation 
throughout the country towns of well illustrated catalogues, in 
which prices and terms are clearly expressed. Such catalogues 
would naturally be more easily understood if issued in French, or 
if quotations, at all events, were given in both English and French 
currency.

OLIOWS . 

A person who has actually made an application for ‘the 
‘registration of a patent design, new ‘device for practical 
‘use, or trade mark, in connection with exhibits for the Grand 
-Exhibition of Japan, before the article is exhibited, and who 
has obtained registration subsequent to the exhibition of the 
article, shall be regarded as having obtained reyistration from the 
day on which the article was exhibited. When such application 
has been inade, the Director of the Patent Bureau shall notify it 
-publicly, and the exhibitor shall notify the fact on the article or 
process he is exhibiting ; if he fails to make this notification, he 
shall be able to bring an action for compensation only against a 
-person who has infringed his rights knowing that an application 
for a patent or design, &c., has been made. 

A person who has exhibited in the Exhibition an article or 
process, the patent for which has been registered, shall be 
considered during the time of the Exhibition to have publicly 
worked his patent. 

No action can be brought subsequent to the Exhibition for pun- 
ishment or infraction of rights based on the provisions of the 
Patent Law, Designs Law, Law of Devices for Practical Use, or 
Trade Marks Law, in consequence of acts committed in connection 
with the importation or exhibition of the articles. 

A person who attaches a notice to an exhibit to the effect that 
registration has been applied for when such is not the case, or who 
knowingly sells such exhibit, shall be punished with confinement 
with hard labour for a term not exceeding one year, or with a fine 
not exceeding 300 yen. 

The date of the enforcement of this law is to be fixed by Imperial 
Ordinance.

Bergen.— The following suggestions to British traders doing 


business with Norway have been received from the British Vice- 
Consul at Bergen (Mr. E. F. Gray) :— 


“ Agencies.—I think it is hardly realised at home that in Norway 


the east and west are divided not only geographically, but also by. 


differences due to commercial rivalries and interests. While the 
west of Norway looks out towards the United Kingdom, the south 
and east are liable to come into more immediate touch with German 
and Danish interests, and it is impossible to shut one’s eyes to the 
rivalries that arise from the commercial, political and historical 
traditions of, for instance, Christiania and Bergen.; Under these 
circumstances, it may perhaps be understood that I have heard ex- 


pressions of surprise here that British firms have seemingly a. . 


tendency to appoint sole agents for Norway at the capital, or only 
sub-agents here, instead of appointing independent agents for the 
east and for the west at Christiania and Bergen respectively. As 
an instance of the results of this tendency, I can cite a case in which 
a large British firm were formerly represented here by a well-known 


agent with unusually good facilities for obtaining orders, but who , 


felt unable to continue as the firm’s sub-agent when a head agent 
was subsequently appointed over him at Christiania, and he later 
accepted a German agency in the same line, Germany thus acquir- 
ing a useful agent to our disadvantage. Still less does there 
appear to be a reason for appointing a man resident in Sweden or 
Denmark, as is sometimes the case, as agent for West Norway, 
especially since Norway is now an independent State. A case 
came under my notice recently in which the fact that a tender 
from a British firm came through an agent in Denmark was nearly 
the means of losing the contract, owing to the disinclination of the 
buyers to deal through a man not resident here, and whom it 
would, therefore, be harder to bring to account in case of disputes 
arising. Whatever we may think of the justifiableness of com- 
mercial rivalries and prejudices in favour of local resident agents, 
the fact remains that they are there, and should be taken into 


account if we wish to push trade. The Bergen district alone is . 


larger than England and Wales together, and, from a practical 
commercial point of view, the districts of Stavanger and Haugesund 
from their geographical position could conveniently be added to 
the sphere of action of a separate agent for the west coast of Nor- 
way. ‘The new railway to Christiania will no doubt bring east 
and west into closer touch, but even then it is perhaps only natural 
that buyers, especially in the case of municipal contracts, should 
prefer to deal with an agent easily accessible than with a man 300 
miles away at Christiania, or even in an adjoining kingdom. If 
any difficulty is experienced in obtaining an agent, the Bergen 
Agents’ Association is always prepared to submit applications to 
its members. I ought perhaps to add that coal is usually imported

into Bergen direct by the sellers or retail dealers and not by agents 
as at Christiania. 

‘‘ Commercial travellers.—In view of the proximity of the United 
Kingdom to this district, it. is astonishing how comparatively few 
British commercial travellers visit Bergen. During a stay of 
several months at a Bergen hotel on my first arrival here, I was 
much struck by the frequency, in fact almost the permanency, of 
the occupation of some of the largest rooms by successive German 
commercial travellers in such articles as hardware, boots, fancy 
gocds such as brushes, bookbinding and stationery, gramophones, 
and even furs; while I cannot recollect a single instance during 
that period of any sample room in which British goods were to my 
knowledge displayed. ‘The following figures are extracted from the 
police returns of foreign commercial travellers’ licences taken out 
or presented for ‘ visa’ at Bergen for the last two years. The total 
number of foreign commercial travellers who took out licences, or 
who presented them for ‘visa’ at Bergen, in 1907 was 570, as com- 
pared with 478 in 1906. Of the travellers in 1907, 285, or 
exactly one-half, were of German nationality, while the British 
travellers only numbered 69. 

“Trade openings.—Of possible trade openings I would draw 
attention to such as are likely to occur through the increasing 
application of water power to electrical purposes. The district is 
a scattered one, with a long coast line, and what appears to be 
wanted is the appointment of energetic local representatives, who, 
from the nature of their private business, are likely to hear of new 
undertakings before the particulars are generally known here, and 
who can be first in the field with offers from British firms. The 
readiness of Norwegians in general to deal with British firms of 
repute is a factor that should be utilised to the full.” 


Batoum.—H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reports that 
nothing reaches the Caucasus from any British Colonies, except 
tea from India and Ceylon and indigo from India. The petroleum 
case trade to Indian ports has also completely ceased. Mr. Stevens 
remarks that he has previously drawn attention to the unsatisfactory 
state of trade between Batoum and the United Kingdom and her 
Colonies, and, though the present may not be a suitable time for 
endeavouring to improve comniercial relations, yet, he thinks, 
despite the prevailing depression, much could be done to prepare 
the ground for future development. He is informed by a British 
merchant of Tiflis, whose business connections with the Caucasus 
extend over a period of twenty years, that there is always a demand 
for hardware, household utensils, most kinds of steel, iron and 
brass bedsteads, earthenware, tin, sulphate of copper, chemicals, 
saws (pit and cross cut), agricultural machinery, tools of every 
description, belting and leather, as well as machinery of various 
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descriptions (mostly for Baku and the petroleum industry) and 
engines (steam, gas and petroleum). He adds that the trade in 
British-made boots and shoes might also be extended. 

The merchant in question is of opinion that British manufacturers 
or merchants desiring to develop trade with the Caucasus should send 
out young, energetic travellers with a good knowledge of German, 
French or Russian, or all three. Price lists and quotations 
should be in Russian, prices should be quoted c.if. Batoum 
in Russian currency, and, if possible, to be delivered duty- 
free. The packing of goods and general appearance should be 
suitable to the demands and tastes of the people who are 
eventually to buy and use them. All goods, where possible, 
should be packed in cardboard boxes and not in paper, and 
packing should be neat and pleasing to the eye. All measure- 
ments of articles should be stated in centimetres or vershoks 
where practicable. The shipper should remember, in short, that 
he is sending goods to a foreign people with ideas, manners and. 
tastes different from his own.

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COCOON INDUSTRY OF SOUTH-EAST MANGHURIA, 

The Acting British Vice-Consul at Antung (Mr. W. P. Ms 
Russell), in reporting on the cocoon harvest of the autumn of 1907 
of South-East Manchuria, states that that country. is the home of a 
wild silkworm which feeds on the small oak trees covering the 
hills there. From the laying of the egg to the completion of the 
cocoon a period of about 60 days elapses, and the crop of cocoons 
is ready to be taken from the trees about the early part of October. 
Of the total quantity exported from the district, 30 per cent. are 
produced in the Antung neighbourhood, 30 per cent. in the 
Usiuyenchou and [enhuangcheng districts, and the remaining | 
portion of the crop comes from the Kuantien and Changtien 
districts. 

The autumn crop of 1907 was an unusually plentiful one, and it 
is estimated that 80 per cent. of the silkworms matured into. 
cocoons. ‘The average price per 1,000 in 1907 was from 1:10 to 
1:20 Antung taels, the selling price of the silk procurable from the 
cocoons being taken as the purchasing price of the cocoons them- 
selves. Hence the filature owner looks to the bye-product of waste 
silk to pay for the cost of spinning and to provide the profit. 

At present there are only two silk filatures in Antung, most of 
the cocoons being shipped to Chefoo to be there reeled into silk. 
British merchants engaged in this business at the latter town 
would do well to consider, says the Acting Vice-Consul, the 
advisability of establishing filatures in Antung, since they would 
save a large amount of freight from Antung to Chefoo, as silk is 
not a bulky cargo like cocoons. 

The cocoon producing industry in Manchuria is capable of very 
great development. ‘The crop is an easy one to produce and the pro- 
duction is well adapted to the Chinese temperament. As the hills for 
miles around in the neighbourhood are clad with the small oak trees 
which readily afford pasture for the silkworms, there seems to be 
no limit to the possible development of the industry. One person 
can undertake the care of 5,000 silkworms, and the thrifty Man- 
churian farmer has generally several members of his household who 
can undertake this work more easily than the more strenuous forms 
of farm labour. 

In 1907 there were two British steamships carrying cocoons to 
Chefoo, the number of baskets carried being 6,961, or 28 per cent. 
of the whole. The amount of freight on a basket of cocoons from 
Antung to Chefoo fluctuates considerably, but is generally about 
1 tael. Of the total 24,802 baskets exported, 3,000 went to Japan 
and the rest to Chefoo. 

Nore.—The average number of cocoons in a basket is 30,000 ; 
the average weight of 1,000 cocoons is 10 catties (13°3 lbs.) and of 

a basket 3 piculs (400 Ibs.). 
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COTTON CULTIVATION IN COREA. 


According to the “ Japan Financial and Economic Monthly ” for 
January, the future of cotton planting in Corea is full of promise, 
and since the establishment of the Cotton Plantation Association, 
various measures have been adopted to introduce improved methods 
of planting, the result proving very satisfactory. The report of the 
Association states that during 1907 the work was satisfactory with 
the exception of a few plantations, and that there is no room left 
to doubt the adaptability of the Corean climate and soil for the 
production of cotton. Now the question is how far the cultivation 
can be extended in Corea. Speedy improvements are not easy 
matters for the conservative Coreans, so that agricultural reform 
must be gradually worked out. Crops grown this year will be 
made to form the basis of future sowing, and gradual improvements 
will be mado in proportion to the degree of success attained. This 
method is desirable, because farmers will be given seeds which are 
acclimatised, as it were, so that they can engage in their work with 
but little risk. New seeds must be gradually introduced. With 
regard to the future programme, the Association appealed to the 
Residency-General and the Corean Government, with the result 
that Mr. Kosuke Honda, the chief of the model farming, was 
instructed to present a scheme. If things progress at the present 
rate, adds the report, within five years there will be an area of 
plantation extending over 50,000 cho, and the output of ginned 
cotton will be 21,500,000 Ain, valued at 6,450,000 yen.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following Customs Decision has been issued by the Treasury 
Department at Washington :— 

Charges for Bottles. ‘The provision for “bottles . . . filled,” 
in paragraph 99 of the Tariff, does not include 

accessories to the bottles, such as corks, capsules, labels, wiring, 

and envelopes, and the cost of such items should not be included 

in the dutiable value of the bottles, but of their contents. 

Though “ bottles . . . filled” are enumerated in paragraph 99 
of the Tariff as articles dutiable at an ad valorem rate, separately 
from their contents, they are not within section 19 of the Customs 
Administrative Act of 1890, which prescribes that the dutiable value 
of imported merchandise shal] include the cost of the coverings 
and of other expenses incident to preparing it for exporta- 
tion, and charges for packing boxes and for filling and packing

the bottles should not be distributed between the bottles and their 
contents, but should be assigned wholly to the contents. 

The charges on goods in bottles should be included in the 
dutiable value of the contents of the bottles, where such contents 
are subject to an ad valorem rate; but if the contents are subject 
to a specific duty, or are free of duty, such charges are not 
dutiable.

Lace articles.—The provision for “articles made . . . of lace,” 
in paragraph 339 of the Tariff, is not limited to articles made from 
Jace bought and sold by the yard, but includes also such as are 
made by sewing together pieces of lace produced in shapes 
designed to be used in making the articles. 

Silk fabrics—‘“‘ In the gum”—* Boiled off."—Silk goods which 
are shown by the customary boiling tests to retain their natural 
gum to a substantial extent, though possibly some of it has been 
removed by the “ washing” or “ wetting-out” process, are fabrics 
“in the gum” rather than “boiled off,” within the meaning of 
those two terms as given in paragraph 387 of the Tariff. 

Further, a slight boiling which leaves the greater part of the 
gum in the goods is not sufficient to remove the fabrics from the 
former to the latter class. 

Articles manufactured from iron or steel wire coated with zine, 
lin, or other metal—A Circular of the Treasury Department, 
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dated the 18th February, instructs Customs officers to assess 
additional duty at the rate of 4; cent per pound upon 
articles manufactured from iron or steel wire which has been 
coated with zine, tin, or other metal. The additional duty is 
levied (paragraph 137 of the Tariff) on account of the coating 
which the wire has undergone; but hitherto it has been the 
practice of the Customs authorities not to charge the additional 
duty for the coating in the case of articles manufactured from 
coated wire. (See the Decision reported at p. 518 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” for the 13th June, 1907.)

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT, 
RUSSIA. 


Referring to the announcement on p. 613 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 26th September to the effect 
that, the Russian Government having decided 
to abolish the fortress at the port of Batoum, 
the town would in future become a_ purely 
commercial port, a despatch has been received 
from H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reporting that 
the question of razing the Batoum forts has been indefinitely post- 
poned.

(Mr. C. Graham) 
reports a project for the re-organisation of the 
different railway terminals at the Boston docks, 
which has recently been passed by the Com- 
mission on Commerce and Industry. and sub- 
mitted to the Massachusetts State Legislature 
as a clause in a scheme to merge together the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford, and Boston and Maine 
Railways. ) 

The following is the proposal:—‘“ There shall be permitted a 
reciprocal use by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railway, 
the Boston and Maine Railway, and the Boston and Albany Railway 
Company, of their respective terminal facilities in and near the city 
of Boston, including tracks, docks, vacant land and water front, 
and also of the Commonwealth property at South Boston, to such 
extent and manner, upon such terms and for such compensation as 
may be for the public advantage; the matter to be determined in 
the manner provided in the Act now to be passed.” 

Boston at present, says the Acting Consul, suffers from the 
absence of any common railway system connecting the various 
wharves and docks, or enabling excess traffic at one terminal to be 
relieved at another.

ORANGE RIVER COLONY. 


The “Cape Times” announces, on the authority of its Bloemfon- 
tein correspondent, that arrangements have 

Oil Discoveries. been completed for the formation of an im- 

portant organisation in the Orange River 
Colony with the object of proving the presence of payable oil. 
The investigations relating to oil have been proceeding in the 
Orange River Colony ever since the war, but more particularly 
within the past six months. A large amount of ground has been 
covered, and patient and careful investigation has resulted in the 
definition of a broad oil belt, which stretches across the colony, 
roughly from the north-east to the south-west districts of Harri- 
smith, Bethlehem, Senekal, Ficksburg, Ladybrand, Thaba ’Nchu, 
Bloemfontein, Wepener, Smithfield, Edenburg and Fauresmith. 

In Ladybrand district alone five distinct basins have been 
located. The discoveries there embrace oil springs, oil shales, 
ozokerite (mineral wax), blue clay, coarse sandstone impregnated 
with oil, bituminous tufa, &. The basins in each case are clearly 


defined. | 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
The ‘‘ Engineering and Mining Journal” (New York) of the 4th 
April announces that a discovery of bauxite has 
recently been made in Central Georgia. The 
deposit is situated three miles east of McIntyre, 
Wilkinson county, and about 14 miles north of 
the Central of Georgia Railway. ‘The lateral extent of the deposit 
has not yet been determined, so that the total amount of the 
bauxite cannot be estimated. It is known, however, to reach a 
thickness of 10 ft., and from the outcrops and a small amount of 
prospecting, 100,000 tons are known to occur at the point of dis- 
covery; this amount, it is stated, will certainly be increased by 
further prospecting. The mining of the ore would present no 
special difficulties, and water for power and other purposes is 
abundant.

NATAL. 


The Annual Report for 1907 of the Durban Chamber of Commerce 
Wool and states that the export of wool during the year 
Mohair Trade from Durban amounted to 20,264,000 lIbs., as 
‘compared with 17,870,000 lbs. in 1906. The 
increase is due chiefly to the natural increase of the flocks, but 
also partly to the railway extensions in the Orange River Colony. 
As usual, the wool clip coming through Durban was almost 
entirely sold on the local sales. The condition and growth of the 
clip were, on the whole, only moderately good. In quality there 
were some signs of improvement, which, though yet far from 
general, may be much more pronounced during the next few 
years. 
' The total quantity of mohair exported through Durban in 1907, - 
according to the Report, was 1,126,000 lbs., as compared with 
1,075,000 lbs. in 1906. Prices during the latter part of the year 
showed a serious decline, being 2d. per lb. less than those at the 
close of 1906, but whilst South African hair suffered tlus heavy 
fall in values, Turkish hair actually appreciated slightly. This is 
probably due, to a considerable extent, to the fact that South 
African farmers have persisted in breeding for a heavy fleece at 
the expense of quality. 


With regard to tea, the Report states that steady progress has been 
made during the year 1907. It may be 

Tea Industry. estimated that by the end of the season the 
total output will amount to 2,200,000 Ibs. It 

is computed that 200 acres of new land have been planted during 
the season, and allowing for 100 acres of unsatisfactory lands 
having been abandoned, the total area of tea plantations throughout 
the colony would amount to 5,850 acces. Large quantities of tea 
have been exported to England and other countries, and the prices 
have been more satisfactory than in any previous year. Natal tea 
is said to be steadily gaining in public favour, and the prospects 
of the industry for the future are highly satisfactory.

FRANCE (ALGERIA). 
According to the’ “‘ Dépéche Coloniale ” (Paris), a report presented 
c to the Congress of Agriculturists of Algeria 
otton ' 

Cultivation. remarks on the increase in the number of 
cotton-growing experiments and the output of 
raw cotton there. In 1904 the production was only from 2,000 
to 3,000 kilogs.; in 1905 it rose to 10,000 kilogs., in 1906 to 
30,000 kilogs., and in 1907 to nearly 100,000 kilogs. The 
remarkable feature of 1907 was the extent of the plantations 
under dry cultivation and the success attending them. The fibres 
of the Egyptian varieties remained good in this kind of cultivation, 
although they were found to become rougher and less silky. The 
varieties cultivated were all Egyptian, that known as Mit Afifi 
having been extended considerably. A small amount of Caravonica 
seed was also experimented with, and produced good results, the 
fibre being very fine and silky. a a 








FRANCE (CORSICA). : 
With reference to the notice on page 645 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Cotton Journal” of the 26th March, respecting the 
Cultivation possibilities of cotton cultivation in Corsica, 
the ‘‘ Revue Textile” (Roubaix) quotes from a 
report made to the French National Society of Agriculture to the 
effect that cotton grown in that island gives a fibre bright 
and silky, but rather scanty. The mean length is about 
27 millimetres (about 1°053 inch). To obtain cotton of good 
quality and abundant yield, it is necessary to experiment with 
several varieties and to make careful selection, and above all to 
give the plant plenty of water by means of irrigation. The 
cheapness of labour would also enable the industry to become a 
prosperous one.

considered that the crop would be below the average in quantity, 
and that two-thirds of it would be fine oil.

The British Vice-Consul at Bordighera (Mr. E. E. Berry) reports 
that although the crop of olives near the coast in that district 
has been gathered, the gathering of the crop on the higher land 
of the interior has not yet been completed (report dated 3rd April). 
It is estimated that the total-crop will not amount to half the 
average crop, which is about 1,500,000 metric quintals. Only 
edible oil is produced in the district. 

The British Vice-Consul at San Remo (Mr. M. Turton) reports 
that last season's crop in that district amounted to about 14,100 
metric quintals, of which 13,100 were edible oil and 1,000 burning 
oil. ‘This crop is much below the average, but the quality is good. 

The British Vice-Consul at Savona (Mr. 8. Guattari) reports that 
33,000 imperial gallons of edible oil were produced in 1907 in that 
district, which does not produce oil for burning purposes.

It is estimated that about 25,000 tons of currants were held in 
Greece, available for shipment on lst March, but of these 9,000 
tons were to be purchased by the Privileged Company at the fixed 
price of 145 dr. per mill. (about 17s. per cwt. f.o.b. in half-cases) 
and be placed in the retention stores ; therefore the amount avail- 
able for export until the new crop is ready for shipment would be 
reduced to 16,000 tons.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 

According to the “ Review of the River Plate” of 27th March, a 
report ou silk-worm cultivation in Argentina 
has just been presented to the Agricultural 
Office by Engineer José C. Pastorino, who was 
commissioned to make a special enquiry into the development of 
this industry. The report speaks in glowing terms of the progress 
already made, and future prospects. The province of Tucuman 
presents the most promising features for future development, and 
next to that comes Salta. It is calculated that in the provinces of 
Tucuman, Salta, Jujuy, and Santiago del Estero there are at 
present over 350,000 mulberry trees. In addition to these the 
mulberry trees existing in the Republic are estimated at: Santa Fe 
5,200,000, Cordoba 4,500,000, Entre Rios 1,500,000, making a 
grand total of 11,550,000 for the whole of the Republic. The 
‘“‘ Review ” adds: “‘ The only conclusion to be drawn from a perusal 
of this report, after making allowance for the optimistic tendency 
so prevalent in all Argentine official information, is that silk-worm 
cultivation has really taken a hold in the country and may be 
expected to give good results within a few years.”

The Company is to engage, inter alia, in the following 
works :—Agriculture ; transactions in land necessary for colonisa- 
tion; construction of, and transactions in buildings necessary for 
colonisation ; supplying seeds, plants, fertilizers, &c., to immigrants 
and Corean agriculturists; supplying building materials, tools, 
machinery, boats, carts and animals to immigrants and Corean 
agriculturists ; supplying capital necessary for colonisation. 

If necessary the Company may, with the Government’s consent, 
engage in the following undertakings:—Mining; manufacturing 
from agricultural and marine products; any other undertakings 
considered necessary for colonisation. 

The Government will grant a subsidy of 300,000 yen (about 
30,000/.) per annum for eight years.

More than half the value of the imports in 1906, remarks the 
Vice-Consul, consisted of yarns and textiles (180,696/.) and agri- 
cultural products, cereals and flour (262,223/.).

Should the present commercial prosperity continue, however, it 1s 
probable that the Cretan purchasing power will increase, and that 
imports under this heading will develop.

Industry. In 1905 there were 16,988 mills and 18,993 
labourers, while in 1906 there were 16,968 mills, with 18,642 
labourers, thus showing a slight decrease, owing, perhaps, to the 
amalgamation of mills and the consequent decrease of small mills. 

In 1904, 187,718,826 lbs. of flour were milled, the value of 
which was estimated at 11,306,955 yen, while in 1905 198,679,835 
lbs. were milled, valued at 11,505,938 yen. 

The Japan Flicur Milling Factory in Tokio is the largest in 
Japan. It has a capital of 300,000 yen, and has motor engines of 
250 horse-power. The next largest mills are the Sapporo Flour 
Mill, Masuda Wheat-Flour Mill in Osaka, and one in Nagasaki, 
each having a capital of from 100,000 yen to 150,000 yen, and a 
horse-power of from 75 to 109. | 

The largest flour mill using water-power is that of the Utsunomiya 
Flour Milling Company. It uses eight water-mills of Kuropean 
style, and can utilise water to the extent of 50 horse-power. The 
capital of the Company is 600,000 yen. There are also some mills 
using water with oil-engines or steam-engines, but most of them 
are on a small scale. Flour-milling by hand constitutes a greater 
part. of the secondary work of farmers.

The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of N atal 
produce are on view. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has‘ been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, under the 
general direction of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade. The Superintendent in charge of the Office 
supplies free information regarding the products and resources of 
the two colonies.
